Chief Meeres sends in a report of || 
a recent visit to the military camp 
at Calgary, as follows: 

Being in Calgary last Thursday, 
my wife and I determined to visit 
the Ded Deer boys who volunteered 
for the front and have for the last 
three.or four weeks been stationed at 
that city undergoing the training 
necessary to fit them for that pos- 
ition. So we took a car for Victoria 
Park and upon arriving there march- 
ed boldly in although expecting to 
be held up by the sentry and our 
business enquired into and the par- 
eels that we carried being subjected 
to inspection, but, slightly to our 
disappointment, none of these things 
happened. By the way, ovr parcels 
contained cakes, jam and candies, all 
of them non-explosive. 

We saw companies drilling in dif 
ferent pacts of the grounds, nearly 
all in overcoats, and quite a variety 
of caps: but we coud not distin- 
guish one company from another so 
we had to apply to the sentry to 
direct us to where Campany G. were 
stationed. As he was one of Com 
pany GU. himself and a fine big fel- 
low he was, this was easy. On the 
way to the building we noticed sev- 
eral ‘men with their arms in slings, 
these We later found out were men 
of:Company F. who had been inocu- 
lated-for typhoid the day before. 
Company G>,that day were doing all 
the guard duty, and were to be in- 
oculated the mxt day. We found the 
boys wore well fed and comfortable,

THE KAISER AS AHAB. 


The Wall Street Journal thinks the 
Kaiser's treatment of Belgium has a 
precedent “in a book which he ap- 
parently invoked oftener than he 
reads.”’ ‘“‘And the word of the Lord 
came to Mlijah, the Tishbite; saying: 
Arise, go down to mect, Ahab, king 
of Isracl, which is in Samaria ; be- 
hold .he is in the vineyard of 
Nahoth, whither he is gone down to 
possess it.

Stockholm, via London, Decercber 
10.--The Swedish press is very in- 
dignant over the planting of floating 
mines along the coast of Finland, 
which has resulted so far in the loss 
of three Targe Swedish steamers and 
the drowning of 40 men. 

Navigation off Finnish waters 
hitherto has been unimpeded, and no 
warning of the laying of mines has 
been given. Captains of Swedish 
steamers reaching here declare they 
saw German warships near the Fin- 
nish’ coasts Saturday and Sunday, 
consequently the strewing of mines in 
these waters is credited to the Ger- 
mans, 

Traffic in Finnish waters is to be 
discontinued until they have been

To the. Members of the 

Red Deer Agricultural Society. 
Gentlemen :— 

In submitting my annual report, it 
is ‘with pleasure I am able to advise 
you that in addition to. the success 
of the exhibition from an exhibitor’s 
standpoint, the financial, statement, 
which will be submitted by the Sec- 
retary, shows a surplus which, al- 
though a' small one, still it. is very 
gratifying in view of the numerous 
conditions which wens ‘against a 
successful financial ‘exhibition. 

There ‘are a few. suggestions that. I 
would like to, make to this mect- 
ing, which I think would be of jbene-|* 


‘|fit to us and worthy _of consider- 


ation. ; 

I believe that it would be wise to 
curtial the amount of prize moncy 
we are now offering in the horse 
classes, as the entries in-these class- 
es, both im 1913 and 1914, have not 
wartanted the good prizes we have 
offered, and there do not appear to 
be the horses on exhibit even at the 
larger exhibitions to make it neces- 
sary for prizes such*.as our prize 
list contains. The money thus saved, 
I. would suggest be added to the 
prizes in: swine, sheep, poultry and 
vegetable classes... Our entries in 
these divisions, while very ‘good, 
could stand considerable improve- 
ment, and if a number of other class- 
gs were added, and a small increase 
in the prizes made, I believe that it 
would be to the best. interests of 
our Fair. In regard to vegetables, 


it might be worth considering the ad- | 


Visability of dropping entirely, as 
they are, now overlapped by the 
prizes of tke Horticultural Stolety. 

I regret, to report that the "arm 
Hone Competition did not bring out 
the necessary entries to make it a 
success, and your directors therefore 
called the event off, but I am in 
favor of continuing the same, and 
giving it more publicity than in the 
past, especially in- the early summer. 

The success of ‘the school classes, 
special prizes fur which were donated 
by -several cf our citizens, should 
warrant ws in arranging a_ division 
for these events, and have the prizes 
come from the Society.’ 

Your directors this year deen-ed it 
wise to appoint a Superintendent of 
Live Stock to relieve the President 
of considerable work, and also to 
put that end of the exhibition on ag! 
good a working basis as possible. 
To this office Mr. Andrew Wylie was 
appointed, and I mast extend to him 
my heartiest thanks for the eflicient 
manner in which he handled — this 
arduous office, and would suggest 
that this oflice be made a permanent 
one of tke Society, and that the 
officer in charge cf this branch be 
elected at this meeting. 

I do not think that anyone will 
dispute but what the races as put 
on by the race committee this year 
were the best in the history of the 
track, and were well worth the 
amount thoy cost us. In fact, the 
net cost of this year’s races, includ- 
ing work and repairs to the track, 
only exceeds last year’s by 
$160, 

There is probably one end of the 
Fair that was not, as good as in 
other years, and that is in the mat- 
ter of attractions, but your directont 
thought it wise, in view of financial 
conditions, to reduce expenses as 
much as possible, ard therefore de- 
cided nut to have any platform at- 
tractions.

Goeben HOW in Hospital 
for Repairs 


Paris, December 6 (2.12 p.m.)—A 
despatch to the Havas agency from 
Athens says that tke cruiser Goeben, 
purchased by the Turks from Ger- 
many, is-undergoing repairs of tho 
heavy damage suffered in the battle 
with, the Russian fleet in the Black 
Sea recenely. The Gceben was 
struck by 15 shells from Russian 
ships, which are said ‘to have killed 
126 members of her crew, besides 
destroying a turret, smokestack and 
one engine. 

The Goeben’s sailors who were 
killed, it is said, were buried in the 
garden of the Gernsan ambassador’s 
summer residence at Therapia, a 
village eight miles northeast of Con- 
stantinople on the Bosphorus. Two- 
thirds of the ‘Goeben’s crew are said 
to be Germans and the remainder 
Austrians.
